the first Saturday session 
of the 
1927 general assembly, 
legislators 
were at their desks today 
in an 
“ overtime” effort to 
advance 
the 
great mass of pending legislation. 
In Friday’s session, 
abbreviated 
by the Lincoln Memorial 
program, 
thirty-two new bills were fed into 
the legislative hopper which ground 
out seven to passage in the senate] 
and six to indefinite postponement 
in both houses. 
Over the opposition of Sen. 
Ro­ 
bert L. Moorhead, consideration of 
his hill providing election of public 
service eommissoners from the five 
judicial districts of the state 
was 
deferred until next Wednesday. 
This will give priority to the Cann 
measure for abolition of the commis 
sion which a special order of busi­ 
ness for Tuesday morning. 
The house touched 
the 
utilities 
control question by adopting a con.- 
mittce report favorable to passage' 
on the Murden-Trowbridge bill mak­ 
ing the assessed value 
of utilities 
the same as the rate making value. 
By a vote of 38-0, 
the 
senate 
passed the bill sponsored 
by Sen. 
Denver 
C. 
Harlan requiring 
the 
public service commission to inquire 
into salaries, attorney 
fees 
and 
promotion costs of public 
utilities 
when charged as overhead in peti­ 
tions for rate increases. 
Foes of the 
voters’ 
registration 
law won their first skirmish toward 
repeal of this statute on the floor 
of the house late Friday when 51 
members voted to accept a minority 
committee report recommending pas­ 
sage of the Pittenger-Brewster re­ 
peal bill. 
Moves to abolish voting machines 
and eliminate state political 
con­ 
ventions were killed 
by 
indefinite 
postponement. A house bill providing 
for the election 
of white 
crosses 
at scenes of fatal accidents on state 
highways met a similar fate in the 
lower branch. 
Included in the day’s receipts of 
new bills in the house was a meas­ 
ure to establish a state home 
for 
indigents and carrying an 
appro­ 
priation of $25,000, for this 
pur­ 
pose. 
^ & 
Another new house bill would in­ 
crease license fees on motor vehicles 
from a minimum of $5 to $8 and a 
minimum of $20, with truck 
fees 
ranging from $8 to $200. 
Opposition to the Hodges work­ 
men’s compensation bill was voiced 
by manufacturers, 
coal 
operators 
and threshermen at a hearing on 
the measure Friday night. 
The bill 
would increase the maximum week­ 
ly compensation rate from $13.20 
to $16.50. 
Labor leaders spoke in favor 
of

MAY BE ABLE TO HELP PROBE 


South Bend, Ind., Feb 12-—<U.R>— 
After forty-eight hours of investi­ 
gation, South 
Bend 
police 
today 
were without a tangible clue to the 
identity of the woman whose mutila­ 
ted body was found on the banks of 
the St. Joseph river here. 
Search was renewed for all wo­ 
men reported by police records as 
having disappeared within the past 
few months here in an effort 
to 
strike some trail that would lead to 
a solution of the mystery. 
Plans for 
dragging 
the 
river, 
discarded yesterday in favor of 
a 
search of the river banks, were re­ 
sumed today with the hope that the 
head and shoulders of the murdered 
woman would be recovered. 
The 
banks 
of 
the 
river 
for j 
eighteen 
miles 
were 
carefully 
searched yesterday by police 
and 
townspeople but no trace was found 
©f the missing parts of the body. 
Authorities continued their hunt 
for E arnest Rogers, caretaker at St. 
Mary’s College, who dropped from 
sight on December 21, the same day 
his landlady, Mrs. Alice Van Dasen, 
was last seen. 
Although emphasizing there was 
no evidence to link Rogers with the 
present mystery, police are anxious 
to question him so that no chance 
of solving the enigma may he over­ 
looked.

Canada,

Present Felt in North Dakota 


A new cold wave is headed 
to­ 
ward Indiana, aceording to today s 
weather forecast, bringing to an end 
the “ February spring” that has pre­ 
vailed for the last two weeks. The 
“ wave” is “ moderately cold” and is 
sweeping down out of Canada, ac­ 
cording to forecasters. It was felt in 
North Dakota Friday night,

Bill Introduced in Legislators Gives 


Township Trustees Power to Pur­ 


chase Fire Apparatus 


ALSO FOR JOINT TOWNSHIPS 


Measure of This Kind 
Has 
Long 
Been Wanted, as County Wide 
Service Could he Obtained 


A bill introduced this week in In­ 
dianapolis by a* representative in the 
state legislature, making 
possible 
community fire 
fighting 
systems, 
would be of inftfwest in. Rush county, 
if the bill should become a law. 
A necessity has been shown 
in 
Rush county on numerous occasions 
for fire apparatus distributed in var­ 
ious townships, to serve as an aid in 
fighting farm and village fires. 
The law as introduced, gives 
a 
township, or joint townships^ 
the 
right to purchase fire 
apparatus-, 
and direct tlx* services of the equip­ 
ment, and it provides further 
that 
funds may be expended in 
paying 
organized tire forces when called up­ 
on to protect property in a 
town­ 
ship. 
Several township trustees in 
tlx* 
past have made an effort to buy 
a 
fin* truck, but there is no prov ision 
in tlx* statutes which provides 
for 
such an expenditure, in 
Bartholo­ 
mew county la>t year, a group of 
citizens made up a subscription, suf­ 
ficient to purchase equipment for lire 
fighting, and the trustee was asked 
to prov ide a building for the appara­ 
tus. 
The trustee was preparing to give 
tlx* necessary aid for tlx* township 
by providing a heated building 
for 
the lire truck, when Ix* was stopped 
by tlx* attornb.v general, because he 
was not legally permitted to expend 
money for that purpose. 
Under the proposed law, a town­ 
ship trustee, alter having been pe­ 
titioned by a certain number of tax­ 
payers, would be given tlx* power to 
expend inoijey for tlx* protection of 
property in case of lire. Two town­ 
ships may combine and purchase 
a 
lire truck for joint services, 
and 
share in the expenses, if the 
law 
should be passed. 
Rushville and Carthage, at pres­ 
ent, are tlx* only places in tlx* coun­ 
ty where motor fire apparatus is a- 
vailable. Most other towns are with­ 
out tire protection or pumping facil­ 
ities. It has been pointed out that if 
several townships combine in their 
efforts and buy suitable equipment 
and distribute it in central localities, 
that much good would result 
each 
year in preventing tiro losses in the 
rural districts. 
In the past Rushville 1ms 
been 
called upon frequently to aid in farm 
fires. No charge is made lien* 
for 
taking out a $12,000 piece of equip­ 
ment, which nine times out of ton is 
useless at tlx* tires, and which also 
endangers the city by removing the 
equipment to some remote part 
of 
tlx* county. 
Eire equipment for rural 
fires, 
should consist of 
chemical 
tanks 
and trained men in tlxyuse of such 
equipment, as well as speedy alarms. 
Such equipment, with a pumping out­ 
fit of a small capacity, would meet 
the requirements, and especially if 
farmers would provide a source of 
water supply, which is 
generally 
lacking at tlx* critical time. 
it the proposed bill should 
be­ 
come a law, there is no 
question 
hut what several townships in Rush 
county would he interested, and a 
system of a county-wide fire 
ser­ 
vice could he inaugurated.

Me Vary-1 Lumen farm relief bill has 
completed the first leg of its jour­ 
ney to the white house. 
With less than a week of debate, 
the farm bloc forced the bill through 
the senate late yesterday and sent it 
today upon its way to the house, 
where similar favorable action * is 
expecteiUMonday or Tuesday. 
“ I do not know 
what President 
Coolidge will do with the* hall if it 
comes to him for signature, but he 
cannot help being impressed by the 
decisive vote,” 
chairman 
McNary 
of the senate agriculture committee, 
co-author of the measure, told the 
liiitcd Press after the bill had been 
adopted 47-39. 
The bill should he finally perfected 
by both houses the* latter part 
of 
next week. Then it will go 
to tlx* 
president, who can pocket it until 
congress adjourns, veto it, or sign 
it and make it a law. 
Apparently authentic information 
has unofficially been given republi­ 
can leaders in 
congress 
that Mr. 
Coolidge will veto the hill. 
A two-thirds majority would 
he 
required to pass it over his veto, 
but leaders are so certain that two- 
thirds cannot he mustered that they 
would make no effort to press 
the 
measure should the president kill it. 


TRADE WAR E D M FATALITIES 


Rivalry-Crazed Butcher of Roches­ 
ter. N. Y. Kills 2 
Competitors 


Rochester, N. Y., Feb 
12—(U.RU— 
Harry Gordon, 34, a rivalrv-erazed 
butcher, killed two of his competi­ 
tors, seriously wounded another and 
injured a fourth and so 
frightened 
the community that 
many 
people 
darkened their homes last night and 
others asked at the police station 
to he locked up for the night 
so 
they would he safe. 
The hitter trade competition be­ 
tween Gordon and other buteher< in 
the north side of Rochester had 
so 
embittered him against his 
rivals 
that he ran wild, and when he was 
done Harry Katz, 32, and 
Samuel 
Tolz, 49, were 
dead 
and 
Morris 
Klass, 33, and Jack Cohen, 40, in­ 
jured. Klass was expected to die. 
Katz was shot down 
in his own 
doorway and Tolz was killed as he 
stood behind the 
counter 
in his 
meat shop. 
Even a delicatessen owner came 
under the wrath of Gordon. 
Klass 
was the proprietor of the lunch shop 
and Cohen was his helper. 


DIDST SPEND LIFE IN PRISON

than a week api. Best quality steers 
are scarce. The bulk oi the 
run 
consists oi* short feds that show’ the 
effects <>i corn with low feeding val­ 
ue. Unseasonably warm weather the 
forepart of the week 
further 
de­ 
pressed the sluggish Eastern dressed 
beef trade, '( ’older weather and light 
receipts have helped 
considerably 
tlie last two days. It is the general 
opinion that further declines may be 
expected should marketings become 
too numerous early next week. Lit- 
the improvement is expected the bal­ 
ance of the month. It 
looks as if 
feeders holding half linished 
cattle 
at present would he well paid 
tor 
tin* extra feed by keeping them until 
the middle of March. 
The butcher market this week was 
improved and all «‘lasses of 
cows 
found a ready outlet. 
Good 
light 
heifers were higher 
while 
heavy 
heifers continued to drag on 
the 
market. Bulls were slightly 
lower. 
¡Stockers and feeders are scarce. 


Hogs 
Bad roads have held

Lime In The Fall 
Liming is one of the extra 
jobs 
about the farm, Spring liming with 
most farmers means no liming. Make 
your plans now to lime 
late this 
summer or fall, il is advocated. On 
average land 2 tons of lime per acre 
equals 10 tons of manure. Each ap ­ 
plied once in 6 years. Many soils 
are deficient in lime and its addition 
will often result in large crop yields. 
An important effect of liming is the 
stimulation of the decomposition of 
organic matter. S«»ils require lime for 
other reasons, among them for cor­ 
rection of acidity, for improvement 
of the drainage, and to supply lack 
of lime for plant food.

ties. None hesitates to say that 
if 
Lincoln were living, he would su p ­ 
port the cause which they now es­ 
pouse. 


P u t in his day, «Lincoln was 
not 
looked upon as a 
superman, 
even 
by the men of his own party. 
No 
president was ever more sevcrlv cri­ 
ticized and under more trying condi­ 
tions. He would have been the tirsl 
to deny that he was a hero. He was 
a regular liesh-and-blood man, »go­ 
ing ahead day by day doing 
his 
duty as lie saw it and never count­ 
ing the cost. Ur course, th at is the 
stuff of which heroes are made, but 
they are seldom proclaimed heroes 
until enough time elapses to provide 
a true estimate of their worth. 
The American people love to honor 
Lincoln not only for hi> 
achieve­ 
ments in preserving the nation at a 
time when its very existence

imperiled,

strength of character. Lincoln was 
pre-eminently a man ot honor and 
integrity.

No one in the United States was 
more deeply grieved over the saeii- 
fice ol human blood in the ( ivil War 
than was Lincoln. Put this v\as and

Naval Disarmament 
President Coolidge 
proposed 
to 
the four leading naval powers which 
participated in the Washington dis­ 
arm am ent th at limitation of auxil- 
iarv craft be discussed at the fo rth ­ 
coming Geneva disarmament 
meet­ 
ing. 
Whether anything comes 
of the 
proposal seems doubtful, due to the 
opposition of the other powers, no­ 
tably France, who with Italy, 
has 
been stead fast in the 
belief 
that 
naval disarmament is closely link­ 
ed with the whole arm ament 
p ro­ 
blem. 
Though the proposal for an agree­ 
ment to limit 
cruisers, 
destroyers 
and submarines may fail, 
it 
was 
worth the effort. The United S tates 
can not weaken her own sea 
de­ 
fense. Her coast line is too va&t, her 
interests to world wide and her pos­ 
sessions too f a r iiung. 
But she can well afford to take the 
lead in a movement that would re­ 
duce the expense to the people 
of 
the world in a battle for naval su­ 
premacy. It is folly for nations 
to 
continue to tax people to pay for a r ­ 
mies and navies and airships 
when 
by agreement they could save 
im­ 
mense sums of money. So long as 
suspicion and distrust exists, how­ 
ever, the competition will go on, and 
the United States would be exposing 
itself to needless peril by tailing t o 
keep on the same footing as 
the o t­ 
her leading powers.

REMINISCENCES 


By JO H N K. JOYCE 
The 
schools established at 
the 
Indiana Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Or­ 
pheus’ Home were divided into pri­ 
mary, intermediate and higher. 
At 
that time there were some 250 child­ 
ren in the Home— many too young 
to attend school 
but at that it was 
a stupendous task for three 
teach ­ 
ers, the Misses Lou, Estella 
and 
Jennie Huron, in charge 
of 
the 
higher and intermediate departments 
and Miss Anna C. Hamilton, 
the 
primary. They 
lacked 
apparatus 
and books and the rooms were 
loo 
crowded for health or comfort, while 
of necessity 
the 
children 
were 
backward in studies. 
But w hen we reflect that an ap pro­ 
priation oi two doliais per week pci- 


showed an indebtedness of 
more 
than $2,000 for the year 1870. 
In 
the spring of 1871 it was seen 
that 
conditions w arranted a 
separate 
school house. 
There was 
a 
frame 
buiding, 
known a> the Brow« cottage, twen­ 
ty-six by scvcnty-six feet, 
with 
a large attic hall, fit fo r play 
in 
bad weather, and this was 
divided 
into two rooms large enough to a c ­ 
commodate fifty or sixty pupils each 
and thesq rooms were fitted up 
as 
school rooms. There were on Octo­ 
ber .'list, 1871, 307 children in the 
Home, but as some were being drop­ 
ped from the rolls for various reas­ 
on and others admitted, the number 
present varied. 
On the 25th day 
of 
December, 
1871, the old fram e hotel west 
of 
the road and occupied by the 
sol­ 
diers, caught tire about four o’clock 
a. in. and was totally destroyed. This 
tire virtually closed the 
Soldiers’ 
and Seamen’s home and the inmates 
were transferred to the Dayton N a ­ 
tional Military Home. 
The board of trustees, 
a lte r 
a 
consultation with Governor 
Baker, 
decided uot^ to rebuild, as it 
w ould 
involve the state* in too muck debt 
and the Dayton Home offered to care 
for all needing a home. Directly a f ­ 
ter the lire forty-tw o soldiers were 
transferred to Dayton and new a p ­ 
plicants were referred there. 
The orphans now found 
them ­ 
selves, for the lirst time in complete 
possession of the grounds. Rev. J. 
A. Sargent was steward at this time. 
A long felt want of mechanical em­ 
ployment lo r the hoys, where their 
hands could be educated by installing 
a department for cane-seating chairs 
and A. J. Mooney ot 
the J Main field 
Reform IsehooJ was secured as 
in­ 
structor. In this shop, on alternate 
days, the boys spent half time, hot 
as one of the school rooms 
had 
been used as a shop, the 
increased 
enrollment, required its use again as 
a school room and th-* new d ep art­ 
ment became extinct. How different 
today, where nearly four 
hundred 
children have a home and all 
the 
advantages of education in sixteen 
different occupations, 
trades 
and 
arts, for both boys ami girls, 
are 
found aside from educational ad v an ­ 
tages. 
However, the chair shop had not 
lived in vain, for out of 
the 
pro­ 
ceeds, a gas machine was purchased 
for $1200 and the Home, 
for 
the 
first time, was lighted by gas light, 
eliminating the danger of tire from 
eoal oi 1 lamps, which was all 
they 
had prior to installing the gas plant 
in 1872.. In March and April, 
187.», 
an epidemic of measles spread to 150 
of the children, with only one death. 
A bill was introduced in the legis­ 
lature o f 1871 to increase the 
per 
capita allowance to three dollars per 
week hut faded of 
passage; 
but 
what was known as 
the “"enabling 
a c t” allowing $5,000 a year to 
the 
state benevolent institutions, enab­ 
led the supermiciideJit not only 
to 


following much m alaria during the 
summer but no death resulted from 
either. 
In 187(> Supt. W ishard 
installed 
a mechanical washing machine 
us 
before that time washing had 
all 
been done by hand, which was 
no 
small job. Reference lias been made 
to the suicide of Dr. 
W ishard 
in 
1877. 
Dr 
W. 
B. 
M eGarvan 
of 
Knightstown was appointed in liis 
place, Rev. R. F. Brewington having 
acted until November 1st., 1877. 
On the night of September 8, 1877 
the Home took tire about eleven o’­ 
clock. There were two hundred and 
thirty children and thirty employes 
in the building at the time and 
su­ 
perintendent, matron, teachers, and 
governesses all bent every energy to 
save the children, and did so, with­ 
out injury to any. The children were 
halt clothed and tin* personal loss to 
superintendent and M atron W ishard 
¡was heavy, as well as the loss 
to 
other employees, tin* total personal 
loss being $5,! 155, which was 
paid 
five years afterw ards, with a dis­ 
count of four hundred and fifty dol­ 
lars and the usual celerity of legis­ 
lative bodies. 
Rev. Brewington, then acting su ­ 
perintendent, visited all the church­ 
es asking for bedding, furniture and 
clothing and other necessaries 
as 
tin* fire had completely destroyed ev­ 
erything. Immediately the people of 
Knightstown sent a perfect shower 
of everything to relieve the wants of 
the homeless children. 
Within twenty days the insurance, 
$20,0000, was paid and a contract 
let, for rcbhilding the Home.

Charles S. Hubbard of Knightstown, 
presented a hill, which passed

asylum for feeble minded 
children 
in conjunction with 
the' O rphan’s 
Home, and the name was changed to 
“ The Indiana Soldier’s Home 
and 
Asylum fo r feeble-minded children” 
and an appropriation of ten dollars 
per month lor each inmate was-made. 
A complete separation of the cliil- 
dr.ed was made and maintained per­ 
mitting no 
association 
whatever, 
but the plan wa-> bitterly opposed by 
old soldiers and friends oi the o r­ 
phans. Fire settled the problem. A-

WOULD LEGALIZE 


Bill Introduced, in Legislators Gives 


Township Trustees Power to Pur- 


chase Fire Apparatus 


ALSO FOR JOINT TOWNSHIPS 


Measure of This Kind 
Has 
Long 


Been Wanted,'as County Wide 


Service Could be Obtained 


A: bill introduced this week iu In- 


dianapolis by a\representative in the 
state legislature, making 
possible 


community fire fighting systems, 
would be of itfttwst iruRush county, 
\if the bill should become a law. 


A .necessity has been shown 
in 


Rush county on numerous occasions 
for lire apparatus distributed in var- 
ious townships, to serve as an aid in 
fighting farm and village fires. 


The law as introduced, gives a 


township, or joint townships^ 
the 


right to purchase fire apparatus; 
and direct the services of the equip- 
ment, and it provides further that 
funds may be expended in paying 
organized fire forces when called up- 
on to protect property in a 
town- 


ship. 


Several township trustees in the 


past have made an effort to buy a 
fire truck, but there is no provision 
in the statutes which provides 
for 


such an expenditure. In Bartholo- 
mew county last year, a group of 
citizens made up a subscription, suf- 
ficient to purchase equipment for fire 
fighting, and the trustee was asked 
to provide a building for the appara- 
tus. 


The trustee was preparing to give 


the necessary aid for the township 
by providing n heated building 
for 


the fire track, when he was stopped 
by the attorney general, because he 
was not legally permitted ' to expend 
money f_or that iiurposc. 


Under the proposed law, .a- town- 


ship trustee, after having been pe- 
titioned by a certain number of tax- 
payers, would be given the power to 
expend moijey for the protection of 
property in case of fire. Two town- 
ships may combine and purchase a 
fire truck for joint services, 
and 


jsharc in the expenses, if the 
law 


should be passed. 


Rushville and Carthage, at pres- 


ent, are the only places in the coun- 
ty where motor fire apparatus is a- 
vailable. Most other towns are with- 
out fire protection or pumping facil- 
ities. It has been pointed out that if 
several townships combine in their 
efforts and buy suitable equipment 
and distribute it in central localities, 
that much good would result each 
year in preventing fire losses in th'e 
rural districts. 


In the past Rushville has 
been 


called upon frequently to aid in farm 
fires. No charge is made here 
for 


taking out a $12,000 piece of equip- 
ment, which fline times out of ten is 
useless at the fires, and which also 
endangers the city iby removing the 
equipment to some remote part of 
the county. 


Fire equipment for rural 
fires, 


should consist of 
chemical 
tanks 


and trained men in the, use of such 
equipment, as well as speedy alarms. 
Such equipment, with a pumping out- 
fit of a small capacity, would meet 
the requirements, and especially if 
farmers would provide a source of 
water supply, which is 
generally 


lacking at the critical time. 


If the proposed bill should 
be- 


come a law, there is no 
question 


but what several townships in Rush 
county would be interested, and 
• a 


system of a county-wide fire ser- 
vice could be inaugurated. x

REMINISCENCES

The schools established at 
the 


ndiana Soldiers and Sailors' 
Or- 


dions' Home were divided into pri- 
nary, intermediate and higher. At 
:hat time there were some 250 child- 
ren in the Home—many too young 


attend 'school—but at Unit it was 


a stupendous task for three teach- 
ers, the Misses Lou. K.stella 
and 


Jennie Huron, in charge 
of 
the 


ligher and intermediate departments 
and Miss Anna C.' Hamilton, 
the 


irimary. They 
lacked 
aj»paratus 


lid books and the rooms were 
loo 


rowiled for health or comfort, while 
if necessity 
the 
children 
were 


lackward in studies. 


But wlieu we reflect that an appre- 


ciation ol two dollars per neek pel- 


capita was the amount allowed for 
the support-of the Home, we cannot 
wonder .that the steward's report 
showed an indebtedness of 
more 


than $2,000 for the year 1870. 
In 


the spring of 1871 it was seen that 
conditions -warranted a 
separate 


school house. 


There was a 
frame 
buidiug, 


known as the Brow* cottage, twen- 
ty-six .by .seventy-six feet, . with 
a. large. attic hall, fit for play 
in 


bad weather, and thi.s was 
divided 


into two.rooms large enough to ac- 
commodate .fifty or sixty pupils, each 
and thesq rooms were fitted up 
as 


school "rooms. There were on Octo- 
ber 3l's't,!i87'l, :!07 children in the 
Home, but' as some, were" being drop- 
ped from" the rolls for various reas- 
on and others admitted, the number 
] present varied. 


On the'25th day 
of December, 


1871, the old frame hotel west of 
the road 'and occupied by the 
sol- 


diers, 'caught fire about four o'clock 
a. in. and was totally destroyed. This 
lire virtually closed the 
Soldiers' 


aud Seamen's home and the inmates 
were transferred to the Dayton Na- 
tional Military Home. 


The board of trustees,, 
after 
a 


consultation with Governor Baker, 
decided uo| to rebuild, as it 
would 


involve the state in too much debt 
and the Dayton Home offered to care 
i'or all needing a home. Directly af- 
ter the lire forty-two soldiers were 
transferred to Dayton and new ap- 
plicants were referred there. 


The orphans now found 
them- 


selves, for the first time in complete 
possession of the grounds, llev. J. 
A. Sargent was steward at this time. 
A long felt want of mechanical em- 
ployment for the boys, where their 
hands could be educated by installing 
a department for cane-scaling chairs 
and A. J. Mooney of the Plainficld 
Kefonn School was secured as 
in- 


structor, hi this shop, on alternate 
days, the boys spent half time, but 
as one of the school rooms • had 
been used as a shop, the increased 
enrollment, required its use again as 
a school room and the new depart- 
ment became extinct. How different 
tcyiay, wiere nearly four ^hundred 
children have a home and all 
the 


advantages of education "in sixteen 
different occupations, trades 
and 


artst for both boys and girls, 
are 


found aside from educational advan- 
tages. 


However, the chair shop had not' 


lived in vain, for out of 
the 
pro-, 


ceeds, a gas machine was purchased 
for $1200 and the Home, for 
the 


first time, was.lighted by gas light, 
eliminating .the danger of fire from 
coal oil lamps, which was all 
they 


had prior to installing the gas plant 
in 1H72. In. March and April. 187;», 
an epidemic of measles' spread to 130 
of the children,with only one death. 


A bill was introduced in the legis- 


lature of 1871 to increase the per 
capita allowance to three dollars pet- 
week but failed of 
passage; 
but 


what was known as 
the ""enabling 


act" allowing .f5,000 a year to the 
state -benevolent institutions, enab- 
led the superintendent not only 
to 


ipull through, but make needed 
re- 


pairs. In the fall of 1875, whooping 
cough-interferred with'the schools, 
following ".'much malarias during the 
summer- but no death resulted from 
either. 
. - - , . 


. In 187JJ iSupt, Wishard .installed 
a mechanical washing machine 
as 


before. that time .washing had 
all 


.been done by, hand, which was 
no 


small job. Reference has been made 
to the suicide of Dr. Wishard in 
1877. 
Dr 
W.' B. 
McGarvan of 


Knightstown ; was. appointed in his 
place, Kev. "K; F. Brewiiigton having 
acted until November 1st., 1877. 


On the night of September 8, 1877 


the Home took, fire about eleven o'- 
clock. There were two hundred and 
thirty children and thirty employes 
in the building at the time and su- 
perintendent, matron, teachers, aud 
governesses all bent every energy to 
save the children, and did so, with- 
out injury to any. The children were 
half clothed and the personal loss to 
superintendent and Matron: Wishard 
was heavy, as well as th,e loss to 
other employees, the total personal 
loss 'being $3,053, which was paid 
five years afterwards, w^th a dis- 
count of four hundred ami fifty, dol- 
lars and the usual celerity of legis- 
lative bodies.' 


Hov. Brewingtoii, then acting su- 


perintendent, -visited all the church- 
es asking for betiding, furniture and 
clothing and other necessaries 
as 


the fire had completely destroyed ev- 
erything. Immediately the people of 
Knightstown sent a perfect shower 
of everything to relieve the wants of 
the homeless childi'en. 


Within twenty days the insurance1, 


$20,0000, was paid and a contract 
let, for rebuilding the Home. The 
school building was used as a home 
and some 'hundred children 
cared 


for, many having-'been taken by rel- 
atives and friends, until the new 
building was erected. 


The new building was' completed 


in August, 1878, and the Board hav- 
ing exhausted all available means, 
Governor Williams and the state of- 
ficers came to the rescue. The new 
building stood on the foundation of 
the old with an additional wing on 
the north and three stories high with 
mansard roof. 


On 'the 15th of 
March, 
1879, 


Charles S. Hubbard of Knightstown, 
presented a 'bill, which passed 
the 


legislature, which 
established 
an 


asylum--for feeble 'minded 
children 


in conjunction with the' Orphan's 
Home, and. the name was changed to 
"The -Indiana- Soldier's Home . and 
Asylum .for- feeble-minded children',' 
and an appropriation of ten dollars 
per month for. each inmate was-made. 


•A complete separation of the chil- 


dned was made and maintained per- 
mitting no 
association whatever, 


but the plan was bitterly opposed by 
old soldiers and friends of the or- 
phans. Fire settled-the proWmn. A- 
bout noo/i, Juh; 
21st, 18*6, 
the 


north wing of the main building was 
discovered, on fire. Hand 
grenades 


were futile and Knightstown 
hook 


and ladder company -came promptly 
but all in vain and in a few hoars i

children of both departments were 
quartered in the 
Brown 
cottage,

the 


corner of the room. They ate in the 
open air for two weeks until a shed 
was 'built and many were taken a- 
way by relatives and thus lived until 
September when the Valley House at 
Knightstown was rented and on Oc- 
tober 1st, the Orphans were trans- 
ferred to it and three rooms in a 
brick building just south of it were 
fitted up for school rooms. 


The feeble minded children • re- 


mained in the Brown Cottage 
until 


May when they were transferred to 
Richmond and to the number of six- 
ty-one located in cottages of, the 
hospital for the Insane.
